San Francisco, Upon arriving at Oakland the 
army found that thé Southern Pacific railroad 


would not allow them to ride on its train, so 


they camped in the Mills Tabernacle and 
waited. The people of Oakland fed them and 
they were in uo hurry to move. The citizens 
raised $200 to pay the fare of the industrials 
to Sacramento, and arrangements were made 


to have them started at 6 o’clock last night. 


The army marched to the Sixteenth Street 
Station to take the train, but when it found 
that it was to be transported in box cars the 
men rebelled and refused to leave unless 
passenger coaches were provided, so the 
army marched back to the tabernacle. 


The police received information that among 


the leaders of the army was a man who nad 
been interested in the haymarket riots in 
Chicago. Mayor Pardee cailed a meeting of 
the Council and a plan of campaign was de- 
;cided upon. At 11 o’clock the Mayor issued 
orders to Chief of Police Schaefer that the 
industrial army must be driven out of the 
city by force. The Mayor telegraphed to the 
Governor to have the militia called 
out. Maj. Frank O’Brien, command. 
ing the First Battalion of the Fifth Regiment, 


had a Gatling gun placed in front of the city 


hall and loaded for action. Excitement at the 


city hall was now running high. The officers’

They were awakened and or- 
dered to move out. The men refused, and 
the police arrested leader Kelly. They still 
refused to move unless their leader was re- 
turned to them, and the police held ‘another 
consultation. At last they decided to release 
him, and Kelly was carried back on the shoul- 
ders of his men amid enthusiastic cheers. He 
made a speech to his foliowers counseling 
moderation, and asked them to comply with 
the demands of the people of Oakland. The 
industrials agreed to submit peacefully, and 
at 3:20 a. m. formed a line and, escorted by 
200 armed police and citizens, marched to 
Sixteenth street station, where they entered 
the box cars, and. shortly after 4 o’clock thle 
train pulled out for Sacramento. | 

At Sacramento the army will be reinforced 
by about 300 men, and unless the railroad

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DEFENDS A DEAD MAN. 


LUTHER LAFLIN:- MILLS TRYING TO 
OLEAR PAINTER'S NAME. 


Believes the Execution of the Man Con- 
victed of the Murder of Alice Martin 
Was a Judicial Error Spends Time 
and Money in His Efforts to Prove His 
Theory Correct rue Last Night Spent 
on Earth by the Man Whom He Thinks 
Was Innocent. 


George H. Painter’s remains he moldering 
in the grave, but his cause is hot dead. A 
man, whom every one respects as a citizen 
and a lawyer, sorrowed and sympathized with 
him all through the gloom and agony of his 
last night on earth, and solemnly promised 
him that he would never rest until he had if 
possible discovered the real murderer of 
Alice Martin and rescued from undeserved 
ignominy the name of George H. Painter. 
This man was Luther Laflin Mills. 

A lawyer’s motives are always believed to 
be interested whatever he may say to the con- 
trary, but the fact is that Mr. Mills’ connec- 
tion with Painter’s case was due to a casual 
conversation and to Mr. Mills’ generous and 
sympathetic heart. But after he had once 
satistied himself of Painter’s innocence, he 
labored day and night at his own expense, in 
utter disregard of public sentiment, and until 
the drop fell, to avert what he honestly be- 
lieves was a judicial murder. It is true that 
during the night before the execution there 
was no further hope of reprieve, but even 
then he felt it his duty to share the doomed 
man’s dungeon and solace him with expres- 
sions of confidence in his entire innocence of 
the crime for which he was to be hanged. 

Lest any one should suppose that Mr. Mills 
showed poor judgment in treating Painter 
with so much consideration it should be said 
that three years’ imprisonment in the Cook 
County Jail, it is declared, had wrought a 
great change in Painter’s character. He was 
the son of a Methodist Presiding Elder, had 
been religiously trained, and during his youth 
had been a consistent Christian. After his 
wanderings had made him a prisoner and an 
outcast and caused him to live for years un- 
der the shadow of the gallows, he recurred to 
his former religious life. He was an insatiate 
reader and his books were nearly all of a re- 
ligious character. He was also a man of in- 
tellect,,and a thinker. So that when the shad- 
of death gathered around him he was, as Mr. 
Mills believes, a sincere Christian and an un- 
usually well-informed man on religious sub- 
jects. As Mr. Mills himself had only recently 
become a communicaot in the Presbyterian 
church he naturally felt a Christian sym- 
pathy for the dying man. 


With Painter the Last Night. 


Mr. Mills arrived at the jail at 10 o' clock 
the night before the execution, and was 
at once admitted to the old bath-room 
just eust of the clerk’s office, where Painter 
and the death watch passed the night. He 
had not expected to stay long in the repulsive 
den, but as he conversed with the doomed 
man a sad fascination seized him and the 
hours passed by unnoticed. The conversa- 
tion turned at first, of course, on the events 


of the trial, the character of the evidence, the 


appeal to the Governor, and the fate which 
had, step by step, led Painter to the agony 
and shame of the gallows. This led to 
sketches of personal history, in which Paint- 
er's imagination conjured up;scene after 
scene in his youth. He pointed out his mis- 
takes, confessed his errors. and bemoaned his 
misfortanes. Not even the prospect of hang- 
ing grieved him so much as the fact that he 
had been robbed of the sympathy of the pub- 
lic, even when his guilt was seriously doubted. 

As the mournful conversation went on one 
sound after another was hushed. The noise 
of the last passing vehicle had died away, the 
hideous and heartless hum of the prison was 
hushed as the miserables resigned themselves 
to slumber. The occupants of the office had 
stolen off for a few hours’ sleep. The silence 
of the grave fora little while reigned in the 
room. Then, appropriately, the thoughts of 
all turned to another world, and Painter and 
Mr. Mills discussed in low and earnest tones 
the nature of the soul, the proofs of immor- 
tality, the certainty of the resurrection, and 
the preciousness of the Christian hope. 

Painter’s familiarity with all the religions 
of all ‘ages was something wonderful. He 
spoke with easy exactness of the hope of the 
Buddhist. the Brahman, the Zoroastrian, and 
the Confucian, and exposed in a sad, off-hand 
way their shallowness and unsatisfying char- 
acter. The infidelity of Paine and Ingersoll 
made him shudder. Hehad no affinity for 
Roman Catholicism, nor för any form of Chris- 
tianity that indulged pomp and ritual- 
istic display. He pinned his faith 
without reserve to the Bible, and rested his 
hope entirely on Jesus Christ. He fully be- 
lieved he had a happy immortality in pros- 
pect. He spoke with unaffected humility of 
his sinfulness, but believed his eternal rest 
and peace secured, 


The Dramatic Farewell. 


In this sort of converse hour after hour 
glided by, and the party was startled to hear 
the rattle of a key in the prison. Soén after- 
ward doors opened, subdued voices were heard, 
and finally the yawp of hundreds of awaken- 
ing thugs was heard in the distance. The 
horror of .the situation was too much for Mr. 
Mills. The fervor of his sympathy compelled 
him to beat a retreat. He rose to go, and 
then a never-to-be-forgotten scene was en- 
acted. Painter's nerve never for a moment 
forsook him. His voice was firm, but his 
eyes glistened with tears as he held Mr. Mills 
by the hand and showered on him such bless- 
ings as no one except a man in such a position 
could think of. He looked as if he could kiss 
Mr. Mills’ very feet in the depth of his grati- 
tude. Mr. Malls, too, was profoundly moved. 
There was only one thing he could do, and he 
aid it. With tremulous voice he recorded a 
vow that as long as life should last he would 
devote himself to an attempt to expose the in- 
justice and iniquity of Painter’s sentence. 
With these words on his lips he walked, or 
staggered, from the chamber of death. 

Mr. Mills has never until lately mentioned 
the subject of his nignt with Painter, much 
less his intention to vindicate his name and 
memory. But Painter was hardly in his cof. 
fin before the plans talked over with him for 
discovering the murderer of Alice Martin: were 
partly put into execution, and from that day 
to this the work has been pushed forward 
with as much vigor as if his life could still be 
saved. At this point the’ curtain necessarily 
falls. Mr. Mills is paying all due attention to 
the Dick Edwards theory, but he has dis- 
covered another and more promising lead. 
Detectives are following up the clew in many 
parts of the country, and no expense will be 
spared to run the guilty one to cover. But 
whether this search is syccessful or not, and 
whether a dozen more are successful or n 
the hunt will go as long as Luther Laflin Mills 
is alive. It is needless to add that he is ab- 
solutely confident of establishing to the satis- 
faction of the public what he says the record 
proves to ayy lawyer, that Painter did not 
murder Alice Martin. ,

von HOLST ON INTERFERING JUDGES. 


He Denounces Men Who Put Themselves 
on the Side of Criminals. 

Prof. von Holst of the University of Chi- 

cago lectured on “ The French Revolution” 

in Unity Church, Dearborn avenue and Wal- 


ton place, last night to a large audience. The 


lecture in one instance bordered on the sensa- 
tional and caused a perceptible commotion. 
This was when the lecturer referred to late 
criminal insanity cases by saying he was not 
in favor of setting up Judges who put them- 
selves on the side of criminals who had bad 
spots in the composition of their brains, the 
interference of the Judges resulting in the 
escape of the criminals. Prof. von Holst in- 
timated also that modern physicians and 
would-be experts were largely responsible for. 
this feature of present criminal trials. In 
speaking of the French Revolution. Prof. 
von Holst said the revolution of 1789 was 
par excellence the revolution of France. La 
Fayette had said it would make its way 
around the world, and it had. The lecturer 
did not think the American Revolution, which 
preceded it, of much consequence, as it had 
but little effect on the civilization of Europe. 
The French Revolution ushered in a new 
epoch in the civilization of the world. The 
forces that accomplished the result were more 
human than distinctly French and had had a 
propagandistic effect ever since, France 
originated, but enjoyed less of the results 
of the revolution than other countries. The 
revolution. destroyed itself with its own ex- 
cesses. It was the result of centuries of prepar- 
ation rather than of the men of the times. 
Speaking of some of the causes that led to 
the revolution the lecturer referred to Louis 
XV. and said he was held in contempt by his 
people. Upon one occasion that monarch 
was ill. Then 6,000 private citizens in Paris 
paid for masses for his recovery. Ten years 
later he was again sick and but 600 masses 
were paid for by the people of Paris. Upon 
the death of the ruler but three people cared 
enough for him to pay for prayers for his 
soul. The next lecture will be given April 13.

GOV. NORTHEN AND HIS CHURCH WORK. 


Old Rumor Revived That He’ Will Quit 
Politics for Religious Labors. 
Macon, Ga., April 6.—[Special.|—In the 
gossip following the adjournment of the State 
Baptist convention, of which Gov. Northen 
was a prominent member, is the statement 
that. as he became interested in foreign mis- 
sions during the session of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention of 18938, at the close of his 
term of office he will devote himself to gospel 
work. Since 1893 his activity in seeking 
such alliances as would lead him into the 
United States Senate rather silenced the old 
rumor, but his recent declaration that under 
no circumstances could he allow his name to 
be used in connection with the Senatorship 
revived the talk of his having other plans 
ahead which would lead him out of the field 
of politics into a more congenial fieid.

tion in wages. There was a largely attended. 
meeting of the street railway employés of the 
city today, at which the situation was dis- 
cussed. Themen have been uneasy since 
General Manager Wyman has taken charge 
of the Viilard system. Mr. Wyman has been 
discharging men ever since he took charge of 
the road and is reducing wherever he can. 
Manager Wyman will neither affirm nor deny 
the rumor that wages are to be cut. The 
more conservative of the men are opposed to 
a strike and will try to arbitrate any differ- 
ences which may arisé. 


Dockmen Refuse to Work at Cut Rates. 

AsHLAN®, Wis., April 6.—[Special.]—Upper 
dockmen are out, refusing to work at last sum- 
mer's cut wages of $1.25 a day and 30 cents an 
hour overtime. The railroads have’ begun haul- 
ing ore to fill their docks at Ashland in order to 
be ready for the opening of navigation and many 
men were needed. When told last summer's 
wages would be paid they refused to go to work. 
A mass-meeting of all labor unjons of Ashland 
has been called by the upper dockmen for Sun- 
day afternoon. The men claim $1.25 a day is 
starvation wages. They have been out of work 
several months. 


Wages for Lumbershovers. 

A committee from the Lumbershovers’ Union 
held a conferehce with the Vessel Owners’ and 
Masters’ Association yesterday to arrange a 
schedule of wages for this season. The vessel 
owners ask that a reduction of 20 per cent be 
made in the union schedule of last season, but 
the lumbershovers are not ready to make so large 
a cut in their rates. After a long meeting. in 
which nothing definite was done, the men dis- 
persed. Another meeting will be heid today. 


Demands of Carriagemakers. 

Officers of the Carriage and Wagonmakers’ 
Union announced last night that in a short time 
they would make a demand upon the manu- 
facturers for a nine-hour day and for the same 
pay which they received previous to last sum- 
mer, when their wages were reduced from 10 to 
30 per cent. .

GEN, EARLE’S TRIALS NOT OVER. 


The Hotel Normandie-by-the-Sea Seized 
on a Bill for Supplies. 
, New York, April 6.—[| Special. ]—Gen, Ferdi- 
nand Earle's troubles are coming thick and 
fast. There was another installment today 
in the shape of a seizure of the Hotel Nor- 
mandie-by-the-Sea. Sheriff Wooley came 
down because of a judgment of $6,500 
against Earle, who was until lately lessee of the 
Hotel New Netherland in this city. The levy 
included the hotel and furniture, and is at the 
instance of Beineck & Co., who furnished 
supplies.

CAME TO CLAIM A FORTUNE,

New York, April 6.—[Special.|—Three 
wild-eyed Italian women were detained at 
Ellis Island, and unless they can substantiate 
the remarkable story they tell they will be 
sent back to Italy by the immigration author.

those voting in the negative. If those voting 
and those present and not voting shall be a 
majority of the whole House a quorum shall 
be deemed as constituted and the question 
shall be decided by the record as thus ascer- 
tained. 

If those voting, and those present and not 
voting, shall, not constitute a quorum, the 
Speaker shall immediately issue his warrant 
to the Sergeant-at-Arms for the arrest of ull 
members who may be absent without the 
leave of the House, who. when arrested, shall 


Speaker shall state to each member thus 
brought to the bar of the House the question 
pending and ask the member how he desires 
to vote. If he votes, his vote shail be re- 
corded; if not, he ehall be recorded as present 
and not voting; and when a quorum is thus 
constituted the result shall be announced. 
After a quorum appears and the subject matter 
pending is disposed of, the House may require 
any member who was arrested, as provided in 
this rule, to show cause at the bar of the 
House why he should not be punished for be, 
ing absent without leave of the House. 
It a quorum is not constituted as provided 
herein when the House ‘shall have adjourned 
or taken a recess, which may be done in 
either case by unanimous consent, the ques- 
tion pending shall be the first; business in or- 
der when the House again meets. And the 
members who have not voted or who have not 
been recorded as present and not voting shall 
again be called and those who may be brought 
to the bar of the House shall also be called

IOWA GENERAL ASSEMBLY ADJOURNS 


Last Hours Spent in a Fight to Fix ona 
Site for the Soldiers’ Monument. 

Des Mornes, Ia,, April 6.— [Special.] — After 
a session of eighty-eight days the Twenty- 
fifth General Assembly of lowa ended at 4 p. 
m. today. The records will show that it was 
12 o'clock, noon, when the gavel fell, but the 
clocks were stopped at 11:50 and the work 
went on. | 

The last hours in both Houses were not 
characterized by the transaction of any busi- 
ness, but the two Houses had locked horn# 
over the selection of the site for the proposed 
soldiers’ monument, and the delay was caused 
by the necessity of waiting for the confer- 
ence committees. The Senate decided 
upon the old Capitol grounds and the 
House selected Governors’ Square. Neither 
House would recede and committees of 
conference were appointed. They agreed 
upon the high tract of ground southeast of the 
Capitol known as Davis Hiil. The report was 
made to the Senate, and that body refused to 
concur, although the House adopted. the re- 
port. Another conference committee was ap- 
pointed and it went to work. 

Meantime the members had done about all 
the business they cared to, and for seVeral 


hours the House and Senate were the scenes of 


unlimited horse play. Impromptu quartets 
were formed and the praises of the mulct law 
sung to the tune of Good-by, My Lover, 
Good-by.”’ 

Finally a few moments before 4 o'clock the 
conference committee reported, recominend-* 
ing the passage of the bill giving to the 
Soldiers’ Monument Commis@@n and the Ex- 
ecutive Council the right to loeate the monu- 
ment either on the old Capitol grounds, Gov- 
ernor's Square, or Davis Hill. The report 
was concurred in by the House and the bill 
passed, but the Senate again refused to con- 
cur, and so the Legislature, adjourned with- 
out changing the act passed by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly to locate the monument on the 
old Capitol grounds. 

The attempt to pass a manufacturers’ bill 
.allowing imtoxicating liquors to be made in 
this State failed for lack of two votes in the 
House. It was the intention to bring up the 
Senate bill. Strong influence was brought to 
bear upon Doubleday of Polk and Hoover of 
Black Hawk to get them to vote for the bill, 
but they refused. As it was after noon the 
Prohibitionists threatened in case an attempt 
was. made to pass the bill to force an adjourn- 
ment on the ground that the time had passed 
when by resolution the House should adjourn. 
So the bill was not brought out. 

The bill to regulate building and loan asso- 
clations introduced by Senator Conaway and 
which passed the Senate was finally defeated 
in the House by strikmg out the enacting 
clause. The House passed a few bills. Among 
those of most interest were bills to permit the 
investment of funds by the insurance com- 
panies; to authorize the courts to appoint at: 
torneys for non-resident heirs; to provide for 
the better security of depositors in State-and 
savings banks; toappoint police matrons in 
cities of 25,000 and over; to require the 
trimming of osage otange hedges every two 
years; to amend the law in regard to Park 
Commissioners; to permit the conditional 
sale or lease of railroad and street railway 


. equipments, 


The Senate bill to appropriate $500 to re- 
imburse J. W. Cliff for bis expenses during 
the contest for Secretary of the Senate last 
session was defeated, A number of compli- 
mentary resolutions were passed, and the 
chair and gavel used by Speaker Stone were 
presented to him, 

In the Senate a number of bills were passed, 
among them a bill to authorize the accept- 
ance of gifts for public institutions; to pro- 
vide for the publication of the proceedings of 
the State Teachers’ Association; to provide 
that depositions taken in shurthand shall be 
accepted when extended under oath by the 
shorthand reporter; to provide for the union 
of the Cities of Clinton and Lyons, and a num- 
ber of legalizing acts. 

A number of resolutions of thanks to the 
officers of the Senate were adopted and Sec. 
retary Hutchens was presented with an easy 
chair. Just before the final adjournment of 
both bodies Président Dungan and Speaker 
Stone in short addresses expressed their 
thanks to the members for the courtesies 
shown them during the session.

Pension Swindler Will Be Sentenced at 
Chattanooga Today. ; 
CATTANOOdA. Tenn., April 6.—[Special. ]— 
In the United States Fredeal Court today the 
‘most consummate impostor and pension fraud 


the negro race has ever fathered was convicted, 


According to the evidence the Rev, Clement W 
Lewis has conducted the most extensive 
swindling operations throughout the South 
for twenty years past., Chattanooga has been 
his headquarters since 1876, with a three 
years’ interim spent in Kansas City. ‘Here 
he posed among his people as a high 
order Mason and wasa familiar figure in 
every colored Baptist pulpit in this vicinity. 
Wearing the full Grand Army uniform, em- 
blazoned with badges, Lewis passed as a 
special pension examiner commissioned by 
the man in the White House to see that 
widows and soldiers got their pensions. He 
worked his dupes mercilessly for fees. One 


scheme was to get possession of his victim’s: 


mail from Washington and charge certain 
sums for its delivery. Armed with a list of 
old soldiers’ names he himself filled 
out the declarations and manufactured 
the evideuce necessary to make the 
claim good, He then forged a 
notary’s name to the affidavit. In 1889 he 
filed a personal application for pension from 
Kansas City, personating one Clem W. Lewis, 
a member of the Eighty-first United States 
Colored Infantry, a Louisiana regiment of 
French speaking negroes. Lewie speaks 
French fhently. He is said to have two 
wives, One, living in New Orleans, claims 
her husband, the soldier Lewis. died in 1876. 
As a sub-agent and special examiner he has 
filed 500 claims probably frauduient, but only 
fourteen clear cases could be made against 
him owing to the statute of limitation barring 
them from court. Judge Key will pass 
sentence tomorrow. The prisoner may get 
fourteen years.

EARLY FRUITS IN OHIO ARE KILLED. 


Reports from Different Sections Show a 
General Loss of Crops. 

Cotumsus, O., April 6.—[Special.]—The 
State Board of Agriculture today completed 
the work of compiling the reports concerning 
the condition of the fruit crop in Ohio since 
the laté severe weather. They show that in 
Central and Southern Ohio early fruits are 
generally killed. This would include peaches, 
pears, plums, cherries, and summer apples. 
The fall and winter apples are thought to be 
safe. In Northern Ohio the fruit buds were 
notso advanced and the cold was attended 
with ,snow. It is believed fruit in the 
northern section escaped the serious loss 
evident in other sections. The  win- 
ter was favorable to the 
of the wheat plant and no damage to the 
roots was sustained by being frozen out. The 
damage has probably been to low, wet places 
where the wheat was rank. ‘Such wheat is 
discolored and will have to start again from 
the roots, which, it is believed, are vigorous 
enough to start growth, and, with a favora- 
ble season, make a good crop. No damage is 
therefore anticipated to the crop as a whole. 
The spring sowing of clever has suffered seri- 
ously. Many report the young clover all 
killed. The clover of last year’s sowing was 
well advanced, but all cut down by the frost. 
It will recover and under favorable conditions 
make a good crop later, In the southern half 
of the State the seeding of oats was com- 
pleted early in March, so that the heavy freeze 
without snow covering cut down tae plant 
and many farmers are already reseeding for 
oats and clover.

Owners of Plants Decide to M6 Longer 
Employ Them, but Start the Works 
with Citizens When Possible Rioters 
Allege They Are Victims of a Conspir- 
acy to Force Them Out=—Strike Is Prac- 
tically Over, Though a Convention Will 

| Be Held Today=Lives Are Threatened, 

| Usrostowy, Pa., April 6.—[{Spectal.]— 

Twelve thousand coke workers today laid 

down their arms and returned peacefully to 

their homes disgusted and discouraged. 

Armed deputies held the balance of power, 

and under their protection fully half the 

plants in the coke region which closed. down 

Monday started full and without molestation. 

This great change took place under cover of 

darkness. At 12 o’elock last night there 

were two armed mobs of strikers in the region 

—one in the north and one in the south—both 

threatening violence, and this morning there 

was not a trace of either. For the present all 
trouble seems to be over. Tomorrow will 
decide whether or not there will bea rally 


| among the strikers and a continuance of the 


movement, 

President Davis issued a call for a conven- 
tion of delegates to be held at Scoftdale to- 
morrow for the purpose of discussing the situ- 
ation and deciding whether it is advisable to 
continue the movement. In the minds of 
many operators this suspension is only to wait 
for further orders. Davis, although in jail, 
gained the ear of the strikers today through 
the press, and urged them not to give up but 
to hold the convention and fight the matter. 


There have been small meetings every where 


today, ut which arrangements were made for 
amarch through the region Monday in ease 
the strike is not declared off. The entire 
southern portion is solidly organized still and 
ready to execute any order that may be given. 


Huns Say It Is a Conspiracy. 


The men have been further enraged by the. 
refusal of the plants resuming operations to 
employ the foreign element and the — 
together of the operators to force them out o 
the coke field is now being considered. W. J. 
Rainey, one of the largest operators, has is- 
sued an order that he will hereafter employ 
only American wérkmen and notifying for- 


eigners not to apply. They are in great straits | 
iv 


and the people are living in constant fear of 
their depredations, The leaders of the Slavs 
and Hungarians are claimmg that the 
strike was the result of a conspiracy 
of the Irish aud German elements 
of the region to get the Huns 
expelled from the coke. region, and they ate 
diligently spreading the news to ail their peo- 
ple in the region. The Slavs and Huns were 
brought to this country under contract years 
ago to break a strike. and since that time, the 
other nationalities allege, the wages of the 
miners and cokers have declined. The only 
means, they believe, of restoring former pros- 
perous times is by expelling the_ foreigners. 
One marked feature of the strike is that all 
the leaders and the officers are Irish, while the 
Irish employés, numbering 1,500, refuse to 
take any part in the strike. The Germans 
also hold aloof. ; 

The Hungarians now allegegthat they have 
been led into this strike, incited to riot and 
bloodshed, in order to work up a prejudice 
against them and cause the people to rise up 
and either annihilate them or expel them 
from the region. It is hard to explain the 
sudded collapse of the’strike in any other 
way than that the Hungarians have got the 
impression that they are being imposed upon 
and have given up the contest. Delatroy, 
President of a large Slavic political club, 
positively asserted that his countrymen are 
victims of a conspiracy and that they are in- 
censed at the leaders. He thought it would 
be well for them to keep out of their reach. 


Lives of Two Men Endangered. 


The lives of two of the most prominent 
men in the region have been saved by a warn- 
ing that the We were planning their 
assassination. J. S. McCaleb, who until a few 
months ago wasa Slavic banker in Connells- 
ville, and who now is a candidate for the State 
Legislature, was to have been murdered today. 
About three months ago he failed and the 
Hungarians and Slavs lost $135,000 of de- 
posits in the bank. They were told that when 
a settlement was made they would get 100 
cents on the dollar, but have learned that all 
their money is lobt. In connection with this 
losing fight, the news made them murderous, 
and today 400 of his creditors had planned to 
call on him and demand their money. If he 
did not pay it over. they intended to assassi- 
nate him. Julius Delatroy, a Slavic editor; 
notified McCaleb. Tonight an armed body 
of men is standing guard at his home. 
McCaleb’s friends are confident that his 
failure was not fraud but was the result of 
hard times and will protect him with their 
lives. Hé says he will remain witff his family. 

The murder of Supt. Andrew Nelson of the 
Wheeler and Morrell works of the Cambria 
Iron company was also planned ty the Hun- 
garian strikers from those plants. This was 
because their places had been fliled by En- 
glish-speaking workmen. He was worried 
and today left the region. He will not return 
yy the strike is over and the turmoil set- 
tied, 

There are now 110 rioters in jailand among 
them all the leaders. John McSloy. who has 
acted thfoughout the strife as the spokesman 
and agitator among the foreigners, was today 
run down and arrested by County Detective 
Frank Campbell and a posse of deputies and 
was tonight lodged in jail here.

This meeting 
represented the entire southern end of the dis- 
trict, embracing twenty-five of the biggest 
plants. 

The funeral services over the remains of 
Chief Engineer Paddock were held this after- 
noon ib the Presbyterian church at Connells- 
ville. All the mine superintendents and offi- 
cials of the company were present. The fu- 
neral party left on the evening train for Pitts- 
burg, where they took the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie road for Cooperstown, N. V. The body 
will be lnid to rest there tomorrow. 

The H. C.. Frick Coke company today an- 
nounced that 200 pounds of dynamite had 
been stolen from the grounds of its new reser- 
voir near Dunbar, and it is sipposed to be in 
the hands of the strikers.

Declaring That tlhe People Wouldn’t 

’ Believe the Truth—Alleges Underhand 
Treatment of Others. a 

Tieut. Theodore Westmark, who was a 

member of Stanley’s expedition into the Con- 


go Free State in 1884. delivered a lecture in 


the rooms of thé North Side Turner Hall last 
night, during which he said some uncom pli- 
mentary things of the eminent explorer. He 
not alone charged him with utilizing his serv- 
ices for personal gain, but declared that the 
explorer, who had been honored by the civil- 
ized world, stooped to the acts of a slave 
trader. 

Lieut. Westmark spoke in German. The 
audience was composed for the most part of 
representative Germans of the city who were 
anxious to hear what the Lieutenant would 


say of Stanley. | 

Referring to Stanley Lieut. Westmark said 
the explorer had told him when he returned to 
Europe to polish his story. For if you tell 
the truth,“ he said to me, 
will not believe you.“ He described Stanley 
as a man of unusual energy, will power, and 
common sense. But he is not a man of 
education nor does he possess the higher and 
nobler instincts. Stanley, the man who was 
sent to abolish slavery, to my own knowledge 
has sold a woman to Officer Vangéle for 420. 
The woman's name was Eva, and Stanley 
bought her for a few yards of calico from a 
chief in the Upper Congo region above Stan- 
ley Falls. At that time Stanley made a 
bargain with the chief to witness a sacrifice of 
slaves, which incident he afterward related in 
his book published in 1885. When the 
German explorer Peschuel-Loesche at- 
tempted to go to the Upper Congo Stanley 
sought to delay him by causing the disap- 
pearance ofea portion of the machinery 
of an iron steamer which was to 
convey Peschuel-Loesche. This piece 
of machinery was afterwards found and 
it reappeared as mysteriously as it had disap- 
peared before. Paschuel Loesche, who was 
not to be thwarted by this delay, started to 
cross the country en foot. - By misrepresenta- 
tion Stanley incensed the natives to such an 
extent that when the German explorer 
arrived at last he wus received with rifle shots 
by the natives. 

Barriers to the Germans. 

„It was Stanley's purpose to prevent the 
Germans and Belgians from establishing sta- 
tions. 

The reason for this ‘will be better understood 
when I say that he received 100,000 francs 
for each statien he established. He estab- 
lished fourteen such stations, and you can see 
that even in upeivilized Africa’ one can 
transact good — When | was taken 
sick I-sent a servant to Stanley for some wine, 
of which I knew he ‘had anample ‘supply. 
My servant returned witha message froin 
Stanley to the effect that he had told him that 
‘the Swede could drink water or tea.“ He 
finally consented to give mine one glass of 
wine. One glass of wine was all a European 
could givela fellow-sufferer in a strange and 
desolate country.“ exclaimed Lieut. West- 
mark. passionately, 

»The claim that Stanley was not a trades- 
man is not true. When he traveled toward 
the coast he sold his clothing previous to his 
arrival there in order to impress the 
people with abject poverty and distress. 
But while he did this he had ninety elephant 
tusks which he had bought previously and 
hid the treasure. You can easily 
comprehend why this African gentle- 
nian had no use for officers. 
He had no love for the men who were his 
mental superiors. In order to rid himself of 
Baron Dankelmann Stanley played a trick on 
this man. He asked Dankelmann to turn over 
to him all of his stock of champagne. 
Dankelmann refused, saying he wanted to 
presei ve the wine for his patients. Stanley 
thereupon gave strict orders that Dankel- 
mann retutn to Europe at once. 


_ Experience with Man-Eaters. 


Lieut. Westmark tien gave his experiences 
during his five years’ stay among the natives, 
who are man-eaters. He described their cus- 
toms and their habits vividly, and 
gave thrilling ‘accounts of the slavery 
which} existed among the blacks there. 
A handsome girl, he said, could be purchased 
for two or three slaves and a few white bottles 
or gluss beads. A young slave girl could 
be had for a few shells and a haif 
dozen glass bottles valued at 20 cents. 
The slaves which are bought retain their 
liberty toa certain extent; that is, they can 
return to their former abode if the purchaser 
is given the valueless glass Sotties or shells 
for his ‘share. He spoke of the cannibalism 
practiced among the natives. | 

Lieut. Westmark was an officer in the 
Swedish service and at the request of the 
Belgian Government joined one of the ex- 
peditions to the Congo in 1884. He has been 
in this country three months. 

Herman Lessman, No. 353 Southport ave 
nue, denies the truth of Lieut. Westmark’s 
allegation as to Stanley’s purchase of 
the woman for Officer Vangéle. Less 
man was an engineer on the steamer Henry 
Reed in 1886. Wangele was the officer of the 
Sanford Exposition and got Eva, whodse 
name was Desiki, from Engineer Bennett, 
who afterwards committed suicide. 


YOUNG RIDER DESERVED THE FLOGGING 


His Father Exonerates Lieut. Shipp, the 
Instructor at Davis College. 
Ricumonp, Va., April 6.—[Special. |—M. T. 
Rider of this city, whose son was flogged at 
Davis College, North Carolina, Wednesday, 
by Lieut. Shipp, U. S. A., one of the iustruct- 


-ors there, has been to the college and made 


an investigation, Directly the affair hap- 
pened he received telegrams from numerous 
citizens residing neat the institution inform- 
ing him of what had occurred and advising 
that he sue the college for damiagés. Mr. 
Rider says he is satisfied that wtiile his boy 
was severely whipped he was.not unmercifully 
flogged, and that his conduct had been such 
as to deserve what he got. He has written the 
faculty a letter exonerating Shipp from all 
blame and has ordered the son to stay. at 
school. Rider says he was aware of the 
severe discipline at Davis College before he 
sent his son there. 

[ Lieut. W. E. Shipp was graduated from West 
Point in the class of 1883. Shipp asa cadet was 
one of the quietest men in che corps and is the 
last man his classmates would think likely to 
use a rawhide. He was not only quict,but he was 
retiring and joined seldom in cadet escapades. 
He was well liked, however, for he was far from 
being morose or surly. Shipp was born in North 
Carolina and appointed to the Military Academy 
from that State. His home was the town made 
notorious by Albion W. Tourgée’s book, “A 
Fool's Errand.” Shipp had friends who figured 
under assumed names in the book and his hatred 
of Tourgés was deep. He said a “Fool’s Er- 
rand Was a libel en the best people who trod 
the earth. Lieut, Shipp, on graduation, was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant in the Tenth 
Cavalry. a colored regiment, and saw some hard 
fighting in the Apache country, where he was 
wounded while undertaking to dislodge some 
well fortified Indians. An officer of the Third 
Cavalry, which served with the Tenth in Arizona 
and New Mexico, said recently that Shipp had 
proved to be one one of the best junior officers 
serving fn the Southwest.

NECKTIES WORN BY CONGRESSMEN. 


Various Styles and Brands Affected by the 
Nation’s Lawmakers. 
Wasnineton, D. C., April 6.—[Special,]— 
Neckwear in the House of Representativés is 
a pretty sure indication of the taste and dis- 
position of the wearers, and it is rarely that a 
mistake is made by an occupant of the gal- 


leries in determining what State a Congress- 


man hails from by the manner in which his 
necktie or scarf is adjusted. For itis pretty 
certain that a Southerner will wear a made- 
np scarf, since it is easier to put on and 
take off, white Northern and Western men are 
pretty apt to prefer ties of their own con- 
struction, either from soft lawn or black Alk. 

Everybody who knows anything at all will 
readily recall that Tim Campbell. the Tam- 
many Congressman from New York City, 
makes it a point to wear a white lawn necktie 
during the entire year. His antithesis in this 
respect is Isidor Straus, another Tammany- 
ite, who insists) upon a made-up scarf of 
white silk, which he tucks under his turned 
down coilar. Judge Andy Hunter, one of the 
Illinoisans at-large, affects a small black 
bow, similar to those wory in white with a 
full dress suit, which he catches behind on 
his collar button; Gen. Black, who sits next 
to the Judge in the House, usually wears a 
hatid-made tie of white muslin or fleecy silk 
with flaming broad ends. Lafe Pence of 
Colorado ties a broad black band around his 
neck, and his collar looks as it the ends had 
been broken after the cravat was tied. 

Probably the broadest necktie of black silk 
is sported by Larry McGann of Chicago. He 
ties the knot himself in what is known as the 
old man’s style, the ends never slipping nor 
the cravat coming untied until the wearer de- 
sires. Richardson of Tennessee has a long 
neck, but insista upon a turn-down collar, 
from beneath which protrudes a carelessly 
knotted silk scarf with flamingends. Sen- 
ator-elect Gear of Iowa ties his own small 
black silk cravat and hisstanding collar keeps 
it in subjection throughout the stormiest 
scenes in the House. Congressman Aidrich 
of Chicago wears a black silk scarf which he 
buys already made up for use. Although Gen. 
Hooker of Mississippi has only one arm he 
invariably appears at the Capitol with a care- 
fully tied cravat, usually of some soft black 
stuff. Bailey of Texas makes the most dis- 
play of shirt frorit and white necktie, his vest 
being low cut, while the effect is heightened 
by a black silk guard around his neck which 
finally cannects with his watch pocket. Gen. 
Harmer of Philadelphia is very fond of big 
scarfs of Persian and other gay patterns and 
he usually has a handsome pin thrust in his 
neck wear. 

By the way, jewelry in scarfs is the excep- 
tion not the rule, at the Capitol, and the 
solons who affect giittéring baubles in their 
neckwear can be counted on the fingers. 
Farmer Hatch of anti-option fame is one of 
these exceptions, for in his made-up scarf of 
cardinal hues can be found a dainty frosted 
— pin containing a ruby, sapphire, and 

iamond in a twist. 

Private John Allen of Tupelo takes it easy 
80 far as his neck is concerned with a turned. 
down collar and a made-up scarf usually in a 
vivid red patterned affair. Congressman 
Lynch of Wisconsin shows as much shirt 
bosom expanse as Bailey of Texas, but affects 
a black silk strmg, one end of which is either 
dangling loosely from beneath his collar or 
else tilted toward his ear at an angle of 45 
degrees. Speaker Crisp ties his own black 
cravat, the ends being aajusted with mathe- 
matical precision so as to lie smoothly on 
both sides of his bull neck.

MeNally at Oliphant, Ark., Nov. 3 last, were 
hanged here this morning.

SAN JOSE SCALE APPEARS INTHE EAST. 


Orchards in Maryland, Virginia, and Flor- 
ida Attacked by Insects, | 

The United States Department of Agricult- 
ure has issued an emergency bulletin treating 
of the San José Scale of California, sometimes 
called the Pernicious Seale (Aspidiotus perni- 


diosus Comstock). The report says: 

This insect, which is the most serious insect 
enemy which the growers of fruits in California 
have to contend against, first made its appear 
unce in the Eastern States last year, when it was 
found in the vicinity of Charlottesville, Va., and 
the State Board of Agriculture of Virginia, wit 
the help of the United States Department o 
Agriculture, has just completed a series 
of fumigating operations which it is hoped 
have practically destroyed it in that locality. It 
has just been discovered, however, in two other 
Eastern localities, at De Funiak 
nod af Riverside, Charles County, Md. In the 
latter locality it has severely injured an orchard 
of 300 peach and apple trees. ow the insec 
was introduced into these three localities is not 
fet known, but it was probably brought upon 
2 steck imported from California and sold 

„Eastern nurserymen. 

The seriousness of this condition of affairs can 
hardly be exaggerated. and active measures will 
at once be taken to destroy the insect in all 
localities where it is found. 

It becomes at once a matter of the utmost im- 
portance to ascertain whether the insect is not 
pms at other points hitherto unsuspected. If 

t was introduced on nursery stock at Charlottes- 
ville, Riverside, and De Funiak Spring, the proba- 
bilities are strong that similarly diseased nursery 
Stock was bought by fruit growers in other parts 
of the East. The United States Department of 
Agriculture urges upon all fruit growers the im- 
portance of making immediate examination of 
their orchards to ascertain whether or not this 
insect has made its appearance, since very great 
damage to the fruit-growing interest may result 
if the scale is allowed to spread. 

The insect itself is a small, flat, round scale, a 
littie lighter in color than the bark of the tree, 
and will be found most abundantly upon the 
younger limbs and twigs. It is at this season of 
the year about one-eighth of an inch or less in 
thameter, and there is in the middle of each 
scale a small, elevated, shiny, blackish, rounded 
point. Sometimes the center of the scale ap- 
pears yeljowish. The wood underneath the 
sgalo is apt to be diseolored and somewhat pur- 
W hn the insect is abundant 
the bark is completely hidden by 
a close layer of these scales, RK. 
are then hardly distinguishable to the naked eye 
and give the appearance of a slight discoloration 
oraslight roughening of the bark. No other 
scale upon apple, pear, peach, cherry, or plum 
possesses these ‘characteristics, and the insect 
ought therefore to be readily distinguished when 
present. 

Fruit-growers finding this scale in their or- 
chards should at once notify the department and 
send specimens, The emergency bulletin, which 
will give a full account of the insect, together 
with the best means to be used against it, will be 
sent to all applicants as soon as published.

Stigleman can produce the flesh tints with 
their shades as geri as they exist in the 
subject and with little difficulty, and all the 
other colors except blue, which as yet he has 
not fully secured. The chief part of his proc- 
ess consists in a preliminary treatment of 
the plates he uses in making the negatives, 
causing them to become ortho-chromatie, 
and a subsequent treatment of the paper on 
which the pictures are printed in the sun- 
light so that they become sensitive to certain 
colors at each exposure; then by the use of 
three negatives, one sensitive to blue, one to 

E and one to red, one after the other, 
e gets a print that has all the colors of nat-

The interests and influences of different 
nationalities of citizens will not be ali that the 
politicians mustetake into consideration in 
making up their tickets for the fall campaign. 
Women are now legally qualified voters for 
some of the State officers to be elected, and 
their claims for recognition will have to be 
considered and their influetce sought. 

Mrs. Catherine Waugh McGWulloch, the Leg- 
islative Superintendent of the Illinois Equal 
Suffrage Association, was yesterday asked as 
to the plans of the organization. Sho said: 
Our association is desirous that each polit- 
ical party in its coming convention nominate 
at least one woman asa Trustee of theState 
University, three of whom will be elected next 
fall. If 800,000 Polanders or Italians should 
suddenly be enfranchised there would ba 
great strife by all parties to secure the al- 
legiance of the new voters and any place on 
the ticket would be offered them, There are 
more than 800,000 women qualified to. vote 
for the three Trustees of the State University, 
and we expect some recognition. 

The women have written to lending men 
in different parts of the State. The offices 
are unsalaried. 

Many responses have been received with 
promises of active help. The Chairman of 
the Republican State Central commit- 
tee has invited us to present the matter before 
his committee April 10. Last winter when 
our township suffrage bill was before the Son- 
ate every Republican Senator present voted 
for it. The indorsement given equal suffrage 
by the convention of Republican clubs last 
year is another fact which prepares us for 
greater favors. 

“Several women have been suggested, 
Prof. Rena Michaels Atchison, Mrs. Bertha 
M. H. Palmer, Mrs. Julja Mills Dunn, Mrs. 
Isabella I. Candee, and Mrs. Ellen M. Hen- 
rotin. I do not know whether these women 
would accept, but they have held even’ more 
important positions and the ability they have 
displayed makes us covet such ability for the 
benefit of our State University. 

** Women are authorized to hold school of- 
fices by a statute passed in 1873, which is still 
in force. Under this women have been mem- 


bers of Boards of Education in cities, Scnool } 


Trustees, and directors in many country dis- 
tricts and also County Superintendents of 
Schools. Lhave not known of any woman 


being Trustee of the State University, though 


Mary Allen West was once nominated. There 
is now little doubt that women are legal vot- 
ers for school offices, as the Supreme Court 
has affirmed the constitutionality of the law. 
The Supreme Court once declared the law un- 
constitutional in so far as it provided for the 
election of County Superintendent of Schools. 
The court laid down the rule that constitution- 
al provisions as to sutfrage, where ‘male’ isa 
qualification, must prevail, because the office 
of County Superintendent of Schools was one 
created by the Constitution. Trustees of tne 
State University are other schoo! officers not 
mentioned in the Constitution and the same 
rule applies. We expect that many women 
will vote next fall, especially here in Chicago, 
for that is our only opportunity for two long 
years. : 

No, I do not advise women to attempt to 
vote for all officers. Susan B. Anthony and 
Mrs. Catharine V. Waite, in their celebrated 
cases, settle that. The thing for us to do is 
to use the suffrage we have and work to re- 
ceivé more through legislative enactment and. 
constitutional amendment. When the women 
in Wyoming, Colorado, New Zealand, Iceland, 
Isle of Man, and Pitcairn Islands can vote on 
equal terms with their husbands, isittoo much 
to expect that Illinois men will show as much 
consideration to their wives and daughters?!“ 


REPUBLICAN WAVE IN MISSO URI. 


That Heretofore Bourbon Stronghold Pre- 
paring to Join the Republican Column. 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Missouri, too, 

is preparing to join the Republican column. 
The revolution in Sedalia and in some of the 
other important towns of the State in the 
municipal elections Tuesday, and the heavy 
Republican gains in many other towns, tell 
the story. A large vote’seems to have been 
polled in all parts of the State, much larger 
than is usual in local canvasses, so that it 
cannot be charged by the Democrats that the 
Republican triumph is aceidental. The Dem- 
ocrats did not allow the elections to be lost 
by default. They all went to the polls, but 
many of them repudiated their party and 
joined the Republicans. No snap judgment 
was taken. The people declared in favor of 
the Republican party intelligently and delib- 
erately after having had a long, expensive. 
and discreditable experience of Democratic 
rule. While the result is exceedingly gratify- 
ing it was not altogether unexpected, 

It is true, of course, that municipal elec- 
tions do not always afford an accurate index. 
of party strength. Sometimes parfy lines are 
not closely drawn in the selection of nomi- 
nees, and the results are occasionally deter- 
mined by local and temporary considerations

basis for strictly partisan forecast. That is 
to say, the choice of a city for Mayor or Al- 
dermen does not always determine its atti- 
tude in an election in which Congressmen or 
a President and Congressmen are to be elect- 
ed. In most cf the towns of Missouri which 
voted Tuesday, however, party nominations 
were made, and men voted. generally as Re- 
publicans or Democrats. This was emphati- 
cally the case with -Sedalia and many other 
cities which the Republicans have won. The 


State Democratic machine took an active 


part in the contest in Sedalia, but the Repub- 
licans swept the city, electing their entire 
ticket by substantial majorities. 

The change of partisan base which Missouri 
proclaims that she is about to make will not 
surprise anybody who has observed the drift 
of political sentiment throughout the country 
in the last five or six months. This State is 
open to the same influences and subject to the 
same tendencies which operate throughout the 
rest of the Northern and Western States. 
The policies @hich affect them injuriously 
or the reverse act in precisely the same way 
here. When New York, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey; Ohio, Iowa, and the other States, East 
and West which voted last November regis- 
tered their Republican majorities—the nom- 
inally Republican .States largely increasing 
their Republican preponderance and the hith- 
erto Democratic or doubtful States coming 
aver to the Republican side—a partisan revo- 
lution throughout the entire country outside 
of the lower tier of Southern States was seen 
to be at hand. If a Governor or other impor- 
tant State officer had been chosen in Missouri 
last year the Republicans would in all pruba- 
bility have carried’ the State by handsome 
majorities. It f& entirely safe to predict that 
the Congressional delegation chosen in Mis- 
souri this year will contain several more Re- 
publicans than the present one does, and thas 
the State will go Republican for President 
and Governor in 1896.

County bords. Desiring to sell them he 
: them on the market, but the highest 
bid be could get for them was 85 cents 
on the dollar. Believing them to be worth 
more than this he hypothecated them with 
two banks in this city.and received a consid- 
erable advance on them. Later new officers 
were elected in Hamilton County, and 
they repudiated the bonds and refused 
to pay either the interest or principal. 
Since then they have remained in che banks 
as security for Mr. Crane’s loan. Desiring to 
bring suit on the bonds Mr. Crane pooled 
with the Etna Fire Insurance company, 
which owned $60,000 of the same issue, 
for the purpose of com ueneing proceeding in 
the Federal court. For the purposes of this 
guit the coupons were clipped off the bonds up 
to Jan. 1, 1894. A few. weeks ago a local at- 
torney approached Mr. Crane and asked what 
he would take lor the bonds. After u little 
iation Mr. Crane solid 55.000 worth of 

m for 50 cents on the dollar, receiving for 


them 93.000, that being the amount with ac- 


erued interest. The same attorney called at 
his house later the night of March 27 and 
brought with him $3,000 with which to pur- 
chase the remaining $5,000. In the mean- 
time Mr. Crane learned that the bonds had 
been disposed of to the State Board of School 
Fund Commissioners. 
_ The board stated that it had been repre. 
sented that the bonds were good, and as the 
interest coupons had been clipped off to Jan. 
10 they supposed that the interest had been 
up to that time. The bonds were sold 
the board by N. McGinley and D. D. Hor. 
maday, both of whom were cierka in the office 
of the State Superintendent under the former 
administration and knew of the bonds and 
their value. It is probable that unless they 
refund the money they will be prosecuted. 
Two weeks ago $17,000 worth of Kearney 
County bonds;which have had no market value 
for years were sent through the Bank of To- 
by a gentleman in lowa to be delivered 
to the State Treasurer, 1n return for which the 
bank was instructed to collect their face 
value, which it did. Who negotiated the sale 
of these bonds is not known. About the time 
that Mr. Crane made the discovery ia regard 
to the Hamilton County bonds $16,000 worth 
of the Bonds of the City of Lakin, which have 
little or no value, were sent through the Kan- 
sas National Bank to be delivered to the State 
and collection made on them. The officers. of 
the bank knowing the character of the bonds 
sent them back declining to deliver them. 
How many of these worthless bonds have 
found their way into the State school fund is 
not known, but an investigation will probably 
be ordered at once.”

Farwell’s Letters in Evidence. 


Attorney McCarthy read several letters 
from John V. Farwell to Mr. Sturges, One 
under date of Sept. 19, 1885, a year after 
Mr. Sturges had gone to England, related to 
the purchase of the ‘Kensington contracts for 
the writer. As the law made it impossible for 
a director to make the transfer Mr. Farwell 
directed Mr, Sturges to effect that and place 
the contravts with John V. Farweil Jr. as 
trustee. He asked him to state the amount 
of money then owed by the plaintiff to him 
and to pay over that amount from the pro- 
ceeds of the contracts when sold. The bal- 
ance was to be paid to Mrs, William 
Sturges. This transaction is, in fact, 
the basis of the present litigation. 
In a dispute between*the attorneys which 
followed it was shown that Mr. Sturges claims 
the actual ownership of the contracts. Mr. 
Farwell maintains, on the other hand, thatthe 
entire emoluments of the contracts. to pur- 
chase which he gave Mr. Sturges £15,000 of 


defendant. The terms of the contracts were 
reud to show that they were actually assigned 
to the plaintiff. Mr. Monroe explained that 
in case his client should lose the ownership 
of the contracts by the decision of the court 
the articles should nevertheless be used to 
show what Mr. Parwell was willing to pay for 
the placing of the debentures and that as Mr. 
Sturges had placed them he should receive 
the benefit of the sale. 

R. P. Travers of Canada, at one time a 
partner of Mr. Sturges, was called as a wit- 
ness for the plaintiff. He understood Mr. 
Sturges had charge of the promoting of the 
company’s bonds, Returning to America in 
1887 witness said he had talked withJohn V. 
Farwell about the disputes of Mr. Sturges, 
suggerting arbitfation. Mr. Farwell had re- 
fused to arbitrate. Later the chief defendant 
had told him that he and Mr. Sturges had 
„buried the hatchet.“ 


Sturges’ Services Worth Something. 


„Mr. Westover spoke of the ability of Mr.

She had never 
at any time presented a pistol at his head. 
There was no understanding that she should 
deceive Mrs. Blackburn or that she should 
faisely represent to Maj. Moore that she was 
to be married, Col., Breckinridge saw her 
use the work basket many times and said he 
was giad to see her use it. 

With Miss Poliard’s retirement from 
stand the plaintiff’s rebuttal closed. Then 
came in surrebuttal Mrs. Lillie, the matron of 
the Washington Foundling Asylum, who made 


a relatively unimpurtaut denial as to the col- 


ored woman who brought the child to the 
asylum. Then Col. Breckinridge reappeared 
as @ witness and denied that he had told the 
colored woman, Mary Yancey, that he wanted 
her to cook for them when they went to 
housekeeping; that Miss Pollard was never to 
his knowledge in his room at Mrs. Hoyt's.

Napoleon and Waterloo. 

The second volume of Chancellor Pasquier’s 
„Memoirs (1812-1814) in the English 
version is now at hand. while the third and 
last volume of the original work is being re- 
viewed in France. It is unsatisfactory to 
read this work in fragments. It may 
be said, however, that the second deepens 
one’s interest in the great drama 
it unfolds and increases one's admiration 
of the chronicler who relutes with equable 
temper and without prejudice the events of 
which he himself was a considerable part. 
Legitimist though he was Chancellor Pasquier 
is as just to the great Napoledn’s memory as 
he was faithful in serving the Emperor. He 
was neither a time-server nor a turncoat, but 
reserved the right of private judgment while 
he alternately served the Empire and the 
Bourbons. 

This second volume concerns itself with 
the fall of the Empire, beginning with the 
fatal victory. on the banks of the Moskowa 
and ending with the abdication at Fontaine- 
bleau. There are not two more exciting years 
in the history of France than those bet ween 
1812 and 1814. The main events are famil- 
iar to every one; but in the present 
story one was particularly impressed 
by an anecdote which Chancellor 
Pasquier tells, and by the account 
he gives of Napoleon’s most inveterate enemy, 
Gen. Pozzo di Borgo, a Corsican, e anec- 
dote shows hdw the most trifling things may 
have the most serious consequences. The fail- 
ure of Napoleon to make himself master of 
the pass into Bohemia is traced to an attack 
of indigestion caused by a wretched stew sen- 
with garlic. It seems that the 
Emperor believed himself to be poisoned, and 
accotdingly ordered a retrograde movement 
toward Dresden. Had he continued his on- 
ward march, says Pasquier, he would have 
oceupied the pass in time to N Van- 
damme, who had only advan in such a 
venturesome way ew sure that he wodlid 
follow in his steps. Instead of this this 
General found himself attacked in front 
on the Bohemian side and surprised in 
his. rear by a corps of the Aus 
trian. army which, after the battle (of 
Dresden), wad on the way to the com with the 
object of securing its retreat. This corps it- 
self would have falien into Napoleon's hand 
if his forward movement had not been inter- 
rupted. Beginning from that day everything 
persistently turned against him, and one en- 
ters upon history of that deplorable Saxon 
campaign, which presents only reverses to the 
view and wherein the most consummate skill 
was paralyzed by the unavoidable disadvant- 
ages of a position badly chosen at the outset, 
and which Napoleon persisted in retaining to 
the last.

But 
he expressed wonder, and the world has 
wondered ever since at the failure of the Em- 
peror to order the doing of things which in 
eurlier days he would have looked after. with 
sleepless vigilance. The inference is that at 
Waterloo the heart of Napoleon was in 
Paris; he was thinking of it and his future 
there while. Wellington and Blucher were 
thinking of the immediate battle. It seems 
more than probable that he was heartily 
weary of wars when disaster overwhelmed

ATKINSON ON FARM MORTGAGES 

Edward Atkinson addressed the New York 
Chamber of Commerce Thursday on the 
financial outlook, and especially on the mort- 
gage question as affecting it. He quoted from 
the census report statements of fact that, in 
1890 nearly 16 billidns of dollars were in- 
vdsted in farms, stock, and equipments in the 
United States, that not one half of the four 
and a half millions of farms were mortgaged 
at all, that such as were mortgaged were 


in the aggregate mortgaged for less than 


half their value, that more than one-half 
the mortgages are owned in the same State 
in which the lien lies, and that the 
total amount of farm mortgages was * 
than 1.300 millions, while the value of 
farms themselves was more than 13,000 mill- 
lons. The mortgage debt on real estate in 
New York County and eleven of the populous . 
adjacent counties in that State and New 
Jersey is also more than half as much as the 
mortgage debt of the entire West, from Ohio 
westward to the Rockies, cities, farms, and 
all, and mote than one-fifth of the whole 
mortgage indebtedness in the United States. 
The principal Western indebtedness * mort - 
gages is in and around Chicago.

„ever, of all these feminine orders is that of 

“Stern Kreutz,” or Star Cross of Austria, 
thé origin of which dates back to the sixteenth 
century. The recipient is forced to furnish the 
most elaborate genealogical qualifications, 
and to show that tor many generations back 
her ancestry on both pa ernal and maternal 
sides have been absolutely free from any bour- 
geois strain. In only two cases have these 
requirements been dispensed with—name- 
ly: in that of the Countess George Larisch, 
who is the issfie of a morganatic mar- 
riage between the Empress brother and a 
Munich actress; and m the case of the ex-Em- 
press Eugénie, who was unable to comply 
with the ulations in this respect. Besides 
the “Stern. Kreutz ** decoration, the possession 
of which confers upon ita owner access to the 
court at all times, and carries with it the title 
of Lady of the Palace to the Empress, there 
are several other ‘eminine orders of the same 
‘kind in Austria and Bavaria, including that of 
the Imperial Chapter of Prague, of the Ducal 
Chapter of Savoy, of St. Therese in Bavaria, 
of St. Elizabeth of Gonzaga, of St. Anne and 
of St. Maria Schule, The Grand Mistresses 
of these orders are usually Princesses of im- 
perial or royal rank and bear the title of 
Abbess, while the ordinary members are des- 
ignated as Chanoinesses. ** Stiftadame,”’ or 
**Canonesses.”’ ‘The members are addressed as 
„Madame, even when unmarried, and 
possess, if spinsters, all thé social status, in- 
dependence, and immunity from control of 
married women. The Order of the Imperial 
Chapter had its headquarters in the Hadra- 
shin, or royal palace of the Bohemian Capital, 
where a large number of its unmarried mem- 
bers reside together, much after the manner 
of religious sisterhoods. They are, however, 
subject to none of the rigorous rules or regu- 
lations of an ordinary convent, and to them 
are accorded all kinda of luxuries out of the 
immense revenues of the order. Thus, the 
Canonesses of the order, as well as that of the 
Ducal Chapter of Savoy, have each a car- 
riage and pair, servants, and a magnificently 
furnished suite of apartments placed at their 
disposal free of cost. Many French, Spanish, 
and Italian women of rank belong to these 
so-called chapters or feminine orders of Aus- 
tria and Germany.
